1. Represents the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) with the Commandant 
Defense Intelligence School, and serves as the chanpe l for all CIA 
training support to DIS training requirements including lectures, 
briefings, tours and training materials. 

2. Obtains from appropriate CIA components, training materials re- 
quested~by DIS and approved for their use. 

3. ' Arranges for senior CIA lecturers and briefs them, as necessary, 
on subject coverage and course background. If appropriate, intro- 
duces CIA lecturers. Arranges approved CIA briefings and tours. 

4. Monitors selected presentations, including all CIA presentations, 
and evaluates for the Director of Training/CIA, and for Commandant/ 

DIS, the quality of the presentation. 

5. Advises the Commandant on program and course development and re- 
vision, and assists the DIS faculty in such development and revision. 

6. Prepares and presents lectures and conducts seminars on matters 
concerning CIA and other matters as requested by the Commandant, DIS. 

7. Assists the DIS faculty in the evaluation of students as required. 

8. Within the framework of "Need to Know" and other security limita- 
tions, clarifies for DIS staff, faculty and students, questions con- 
cerning CIA. 
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
